Mr. Dewey, also explained that 
dona is very strong and light and re- 
sists the injurious action of salt wa- 
iter.

HAWAIIAN COIN& 


The Treasury- Department 
officials 


say that a good many of the Hawaiian 
silver -coins are still outstanding. Ex- 
aminer Robert'E. Precton, of the .divi- 
sion of the* mint, stated today that the 
total amount of the.old silver coins, 
presented for redemption up to July 1 
of this year," was $919,192.75. Of this 
sum 134,192.75 has come 'in since Jjan- 
uary 1 last the date .fixed by law as 
the limit for receiving the coins. One 
consignment of 110,000 was received 
March 29 last 


"The government continues to re- 


ceive the coins and to give legal tender 
money in exchange for them," said Mr. 
Preston today, "although the date for 
so doing has expired. I suppose that 
plan-will be continued. It wfll be seen 
that there is about $80,000 of the silver 
still outstanding. No one can tell how 
long it will take to get this sum back. 
Neither can It be told how much of it 
has been melted down and used for va- 
rious purposes."

exchange of the Hawaiian' coins for 
^standard coins of tbe United States 
government

Leaving-aside what difference 
there may be in the degree of .serious- 
ness of injuries inflicted, Lucero's of- 
fense is a graver one according to the 
statutes than Kerfs. Lucero is a sea- 
faan charged with assaulting an officer, 
•while Kerr is an officer charged with 
assaulting a seaman. They are held 
finder different sections. 


In the Kerr case, W. H. Vance, a 


fireman, was this week 'committed to 
jafl as a witness in default of $500 baiL 
This action was taken when it was 
found that he was about to depart from 
the Territory. 


The latest about Kerr is contained in 


a letter from Marshal -John H. Shine 
at San Francisco to Marshal E. R. 
Senary, to the effect that no further 
steps could be taken for sending the 
prisoner to Honolulu until his petition 
tor habeas corpus .was disposed of. 
, Meantime Prank Ramos, the comr 
plaining witne^,-is stiH in-the Queen's 
Hospital with the .ii^iiry to his \ jaw 
unhealed, though months_have elapsed 
since It waw inflicted.. When he receiv- 
ed the blow his head was resting 
against an iron stanchion, which made 
the effect so terrible as has proved.'

AN OLD GRIBVANCB. 


President Pinkham, in his usual sub- 


mission, of business, introduced an old 
jrlevanbe. of Government physicians, 
against the Attorney General's Depart- 
ment in dictating terms on which they 
shall do the most disagreeable police 
work. lie said:

Dr. McOettigan's letter..was read at 


the meeting, being as follows: 


" Hana, Maul, H, T., July 28, 1904. 


Hon. I* K. Pinkham,. President of 


Board of Health, Honolulu, H. T. 
Sir: On June 80 about noontime X was 


ordered per telephone by the Deputy 
Sheriff of Klpahulu, to start at once for 
Kalepa Gulch to examine the body of 
a Chinaman (Akiu) who had been found 
dead on the beach. On inquiring what 
authority he bad for calling me he re- 
plied that be had been ordered by I* M. 
Baldwin, Sheriff of Maul, to call tbe 
doctor to examine the body. 7 


Kalepa Gulch is sixteen mites from 


Hana and is between Klpahulu and 
Kaupo, and the last four miles of the 
trail is about the worst and most dan- 
gerous in the Hawaiian Islands. There 
are three gulches, between 500 and 600 
feet deep, to cross, and the trail lead- 
ing through is at places on a grade of 
fifty per cent actual measurement. On 
account of heavy grades and rough 
country, traveling in Hana district is 
principally done on horse-back and, 
from the nature of the country, is slow 
and tedious. At Klpahulu I changed 
my saddle horse for a mule and pro- 
ceeded with all possible haste so as to 
complete my. work before dark. 


On reaching the place where the body 


was I made the necessary examination. 
The body was in an advanced stage of 
decomposition and presented evidence 
of death by drowning, in fact was found 
close to the breakers where the tide 
had receded and left it Myself and the 
coroner's Jury were satisfied'that the 
cause of death was drowning. The dep- 
uty sherflf and Jury considered that to 
proceed further with ,the post mortem 
was unnecwsary.fbe^ideB^ darkness was 
coming ion, we were several -miles from 
any habitation without lanterns, and to 
travel that trail in the dark1 .would te 
foolhardy. 
So the coroner's 
Jury 


brought in their verdict and we started 
•homeward and .attempted to reach F 
pahulu, or at least to get-over the worst 
gulches before it became too dark to 
see. I waa compelled to. stay at Kipa- 
hulu that night and return home next 
day.

Russian ,fleetiit,yladivostflfc jTJte. Japa- 
nese oaaval force on guard before this 
:Russian.port seems, unable to prevent 
raids. Not only have these-raids been 
successful in sinking several Japanese 
ship.? with their loads of soldiers, but 
they have seriously Impeded the work 
of the fleet of transports. It may be 
that the Japanese admiral on guard 
has plenty of force to hold the Rus- 
sians-in their harbor and that the suc- 
cessful raids have been due to his lack 
of vigilance, but the fact remains that 
the Russians have made several dashes 
•and returned to their harbor in safety. 
And it cannot be, otherwise than that 
the Japanese military staff would give 
much to capture and sink the Russian 
fleet at Port Arthur in order to have 
a bigger force with which to capture 
or confine the Russian flying squadron 
operating out of Vladivostok. 


But better .than all these reasons for 


believing that Japan intends -a fierce 
assault uDon Port Arthur la the gen- 
eral fighting system of the Japanese 
people. The siege has never had a 
place In Japanese tactics. 'In her war 
with China, and so far In her war with 
Russia, her plan has been to hurl her 
armies' In open assault, marching live 
divisions over thp dead ones which 
have partly, cleared the way, caring 
nothing for heaps of dead and wound- 
ed, so long as more and more men are 
thrust to tbe' front to gain eventual 
victory. And it cannot be denied that 
such tactics result in success no mat- 
ter how much we may shrink from the 
horror of the slaughter. And perhaps 
in the long run this kind of fighting 
may be more merciful than the play of 
wit against wit and the .practice ot 
strategy. la our own civil, war we 
were appalled by the number* who fell 
on the field. But for one who fell 
spectacularly in assault, or. defense, four 
died from causes attributable to tbe 
long drawn out character of th*;-strug- 
gle.

Assistant Entomologist Terry reported

On the steamer arriving yesterday

Henery one-third of 926.000, as bonus 
agreed to by Hackfeld &. Co., and Cas- 
tle & Cooke, being sustained. Castle 
& Cooke did not object to the payment 
of the bonus, but Hackfeld & Co. 
brought the matter into 'the Supreme 
Court' The Hackfeld side contended 
that the contract'had not been satis- 
factorily carried out and therefore they 
were not under obligations to carry out 
the agreement Justice Hatch wrote 
the 
decision, 'Chief Justice Frear 


and Judge Gear concurring. The opin- 
ion, in part, is as follows: 


'A written instrument addressed'to a 


firm of. contractors, and signed'by the 
respective agents of two' corporations, 
which recites that the agents knowing 
that the directors of the corporation 
•have this day pledged the-above com-, 
panles to pay you $26,000 upon the open- 
ing of Pearl Harbor, by the completion 
by you, and the acceptance by the/ 
United States Government of a channel 
into said Pearl Harbor of 200 feet vjlde 
at the bottom and 30 feet deep, do here- 
by guarantee said payment as per re- 
solutions passed, copies of which are in 
your possession, Is an absolute and In- 
dependent undertaking on the part of 
those signing It to make the payment 
upon the contingency stated, and, not a 
collateral contract of guaranty depend- 
ent for its validity upon the existence 
of another contract between the cor- 
porations and the contractors. 


'The action of the contractors in such- 


a case in entering Into a contract for 
the dredging of Pearl Harbor and their 
completion of the work to the satis- 
faction of the United States govern- 
ment, which accepted the work, was 
sufficient acceptance of the 
guaranty 


contained In the written instrument 
signed by the defendants, and Is suffi- 
cient to support a ilndl'-g of an accept- 
ance of the offer. 


"Where the contr .ctors, after the re- 


ceipt of such writing from the defend- 
ant entered into a contract with the 
United States Government to dredge 
Pearl Harbor, relying upon the under- 
aking of the defendants to pay them 
the sum of $26,000 In addition to the 
amount of their bid, the entering into 
such contract with the United States 
Government constituted a valuable con- 
sideration for the promise of the de- 
fendants to pay them the t26.000 addi- 
tional, regardless of whether or not the 
defendants would be benefited .thereby. 


"The fact that the resolution of the 


directors of one of the companies pledg- 
ed the company to pay part of the $26,- 
000. provided that the agents of the 
company 'are satisfied that the opening 
of the channel to Pearl Harbor will

34 Chinese, 10 Portuguese, !<* English and Germans, 5 Americans 
and 4 negroes and Malays. All these persons, it is asserted, either 
inherited the disease or were infected'with it by intimate relations 
with persons who had it 
But none of them ever got it any other 


way, as leprosy is not contagious. 


San Francisco has a leper colony of twenty-five persons, fifteen 


of whom are Chinese, and there are five white men, a boy from Ta- 
hiti, and four women of the white and brown 'races. The place 
they occupy has been converted into a little paradise of palms and 
flowers, and the lepers have been encouraged to take an interest in 
the gardens and blossoms. The Chinese clamber over the low 
fence occasionally and take a trip into the city and visit Chinatown, 
till they are apprehended and returned to the settlement. As far as 
danger from the disease is concerned, all San Francisco's twenty- 
five lepers could wander through the streets at will and harm no- 
body, unless they intermarried with persons unaffected. / 


\ Charleston, S. C., and San Francisco are the only places in the 


United States that have leper settlements; so this city has a special 
interest in a scientific Government study of the disease.

tion ^in the convention arose from a 
misunderstanding on the -part of the.

was. the chairman and he did not seem 
to realize that since last convention the 
status of Hawaii had changed from a 
Republic to a territory of the United

"When we heard that they were, going 


to make such a report, Governor Carter,' 
Kuhio and myself -went to see Bingham 
and explained the situation to him, tell- 
ing him that we. were entitled to six. 
Votes. The six of us had teen seated in 
the temporary organization. He said: 
'You' have got-as"many votes as you 
hid yast,;tinie£V THen we explained to 
mm-'otfr*-.present positiott of a^ territory. 
He said; \'It what you say is correct, 
'you are entitled .to six votes, but toe 
trouble -is the'.committee will not meet 
again before making its report to 'the 
convention, :^nd I, as chairman, have no 
power to make die change.' 
"I told him that a number of the com- 


mittee had told me he had the author- 
ity to .change the report He said he 
would go to the secretary and if he 
found he really had the authority he 
would change the two to six votes. 


"The next day the committee reported 


in the convention and gave us. only two 
votes. Foraker offered an amendment 
to the report giving Hawaii six votes 
on the same basis by which the other 
states and territories had representation. 
Then Bingham offered an amendment 
as a rider to the committee's report, 
that the si^ftelegates had already been 
•seated in Qje temporary organization 
giving,- them the -same privilege1 in the 
permanent organization. The rider car- 
ried, the Foraker amendment being de- 
feated.

on July- «-;after a Voyage of 353 flays 
fnan Baltimore. The Willscott Is con- 
signed to this port via San Diego and! 
has'had one.of the most eventful voy- 
ages in the history of the sea. She 
was.picked up off Point Loma by the 
Revenue Cutter Daniel Manning and 
towed into San Diego harbor.- ; After 
discharging a cargo of coal at that port 
she was towed to San Francisco by the 
Red Stack tug Sea Rover :oit July 265 
After being repaired ^at that port she 
will proceed to Honolulu. 


The crew of the. unlucky bark were 


all well although worn out by their long 
voyage and were 'overjoyed to '-once 
more be on terra flrma. A* they have 
nearly.a year's pay coming to them it 
would be surprising if they did not cele- 
brate, though at last reports none of. 
therii bad gotten into trouble. The fol- 
lowing toteresting Interview iwlth the 
captain appeared in the 'San-Diego 
Evening Tribune:

^Captain Macloon, the commander of 
the Willscott, is one of the oldest, 
mariners In the merchant marine, and 
has been following the seas for nearly 
sixty years. When seen on board the 
ship tonight, he said that the trip just 
ended was the worst in all his experl- 
,ence, and one of the worst he bad ever 
heard of. 
"There • were many times 


when ;-I thought the ship -would never 
live to see port," said . the , captain. 
"After leaving Philadelphia we had a^ 
fair .run- until we were .rounding Cape 
Horn .when we struck a severe' snow- 
storm, accompanied by a hard wind. 
The. weather; was bitterly cold-and as 
fast as a sea would break over the 
deck the water would freeze. The en- 
tire: deck, sides of the shiparid the rig- 
ging was one mass of ice, and it was 
almost as much as a men's life was 
worth to pick his way along decic 
During the worst of the storm the main- 
topmast and the foretopmast snapped 
short, and brought, all the- sails and 
rigging to the-deck where it lay a mass 
of ^tangled and frozen wreckage. The 
crew immediately commenced to cut 
away.the wreckage, but what with the 
..fierce storm and the ice,' the job was a 
'difficult .one. Our condition was such 
that it was impossible to proceed, and I 
decided to beat back to Port Stanley 
as the most available port in which 
temporary repairs -could be made. We 
were four weeks making Port Stanley, 
and during nearly all of .that time the 
snow storms and high winds continued 
almost without Intermission.
